Truths are precepts which are men­ 
tal realities; Inaccuracy or error in 
these mental precepts are caused by 
inattention, ignorance, mental blind­ 
ness, self-interest, prejudice, or pas­ 
sion which will throw us out of gear 
and right working relations with 
reality. W e should give the greatest 
care to forming our precepts so tlvit 
they will exactly fit reality. 
In see­ 
ing things we should concentrate our 
attention so that we shall see them 
clearly and correctly, and not see 
blurred and blotted, distorted and 
perverted Images of them. This is 
why rumor and gossip get so far 
away from truth; people do not hear 
things accurately and the n do not 
repeat them accurately and this pro­ 
cess soon leaves the original fact b«*- 
hind. When truth is well perceived it 
is well retained.
